DECLARATION Of THE SECRETARY Of DEFENSE 
CASPAR W. WEINBERGER HEREBY DECLARES AND SAYSi 



1. <U> I have been the Secretary of Defense and the chief 
executive officer of the Department of Defense ( DOD ) , an 
executive department of the United state*, 10 u.s.c. 131, since 
20 January 1981. as Secretary of Defense, i have authority, 
direction and control over the DOD/ 10 O.s.c. 133(b), and am a 
member of the National Security Council. 

2. CO) As Secretary of Defense, I possess original 
classification authority for TOP SECRET information, including 
sensitive Compartmented Information (SCI). SCI is information 
which derive* from sources or methods which are especially 
vulnerable to unauthorized disclosures. That vulnerability may

b. unauthorised disclosures to friendly powers may cause ** 
greet a harm to tha national security a« to hoetlle pevecs 
because, once tha information ia removed from secure control 
systems, there ia no enforceable requirement nor any incentive 
to provide effective controla for iti safekeeping. Moreover, 
it ia more probable than not that the information will be used 
for unintended purposes. Finally, such discloeures win tend 
to expose a larger picture of U.S. capabilitiea and knowledge, 
or lack thereof, than would be in the U.S. interest to reveal 
to another power, even to a friendly one. 

5. (U) In thia case, the defendant has admitted passing to his 
Israeli contacts an incredibly large quantity of classified 
information. At the outset I must state that the defendant's 
unlawful disclosures far exceed the limits of any official 
exchange of intelligence information with Israel. That being 
true, the damage to national security waa complete the moment 
the information was given over. Ideally, I would detail for 
the Court all the information passed by the defendant to his 
Israeli contacts* unfortunately, the volume of data we know to 
have been passed is too great to permit that. Moreover, the 
defendant admits to having passed to his Israeli handlers a

15 » ^■■Tl The actions of the defendant have jeopardized the 
substantive intelligence information he provided to the 
Israelis, as well as the sources of that information, by 
placing it outside of a U.S. controlled security environment. 

The Onited States, and virtually all of those who cooperate 
with us by sharing intelligence, have developed a system of 
protecting classified information which depends on the 
reliability of individuals for its effectiveness, it is also a 
system which varies its requirements for protection with the 
sensitivity of the information at stake. All classified 
material is required to be placed in proper storage, 
appropriate to its classification level, and all personnel who 
have custody are accountable for ensuring that proper 
procedures for protecting it are followed. The system 
necessarily depends on the integrity and reliability of the 
individual. So long as an individual is accountable for 
classified material in his custody, we can generally assume 
that personal interest will guarantee its safekeeping. It is 
when an individual obtains custody of classified material for

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my views of the significant harm caused to national security by 
the defendant and it an aid to tha Court. Th« data provided 
rapreatnes my opinion, and conclusions stemming from my reviaw 
of the data compromitad, as wall at from information obtained 
by me in my capacity as Secretary of Defense tnd as a aaaber of 
tha National security Council. The dtfandant haa substantially 
harmed the Onited States, and in my viaw, hia crimat demand 
sevare punishment. " Because it may not ba claar to tha court 
that tha defendant *s activitiaa have cauted damage of tha 
magnitude realitad, I felt it nece.aary to provide an informed 
analysis to the court ao that an appropriate sentence could ba 
fashioned. My foregoing comment! will, I hope, diapel any 
presumption that diacloaure. to an ally are insignificant, to 
the contrary, aubatantial and irrevocable damage haa been done 
to thia nation. Punithment, of course, must be appropriate to 
the crime, and in my opinion, no crime ia more deserving of 
sevara punishment than conducting espionage activities against 
one's own country. This is especially true when the individual 
spy has voluntarily assumed the responsiblity of protecting the 
nation's secrets. The defendant, of course, had full knowledge 
and understanding of the sensitivities of the information 
unlawfully disclosed. To demonstrate that knowladge, I have 
attached copies of non-disclosure agreements which he 
voluntarily executed. Should the Court require further
